N orth Staffordshire was in a more 
nourishing condition in relation to its 
chief m arket—the 
U nited 
S tates— 
th an it had been form an? years. 
In­ 
deed, he doubted w hether in th e whole 
course of the history of th e trade the 
figures had ev er shown so g reat a 
v olume or v alue as a t th e present 
tim e. T he figures related to th e trade 
from 1H80 to the present tim e, so th a t 
they (xjv ered th e whole period since 
Lord H atherton aw arded th e reduc­ 
tion In TKitters’ wages. 
In 1H8U the 
to tal exports were £ 777,H29, which was 
a considerable adv ance on th e trade 
done w ith th e states in 1879. 
N ext 
year th e trade had declined by about 
£ 40,0U0. 
I t adv anced In 1882a little, 
but tb e bulk of trade was still slightly 
less th an lo 1880, 
in 1883. howev er, 
they saw one of th e busiest years of 
exports to th e states known, a year 
th a t only 189.'i has been so far able to 
surpass. T he to tal v alue 
for th a t 
year was £ 855,409 
T he first q u arter 
of 1883 showed an export v alue from 
the potteries of £ 205,715 w orth of pot­ 
tery g(M)ds. 
T he next q u arter, ending 
June 30, was th e greatest In v alue 
ev er 
known, for It am ounted 
to 
£ 322,538 
A fter th a t cam e a rapid de­ 
cline. 
T his second q u arter In 1883 
was th a t Im m ediately preceding a 
sweeping rev ision In th e dutv upon 
pottery 
goods Im ported 
Into 
the 
states, and consisted of a large in­ 
crease of the tariff upon these goods, 
and the great Increase In trade of the 
first half of 1883 was caused m ainly bv 
A m erican buyers purchasing all the 
gfxids they could p u t th eir hands upon 
In N orth Staffordshire to run them 
Into the slates before th e tariff was 
Increased, but of the total of £ 855,000 
worth exported to the state th a t year, 
considerably ov er £ 500,000 was In the 
first half. In 1884 the to tal was about 
th e same as th e to tal for th e first half 
of th e prev ious year, v iz., £ 561,916, 
T his decline continued till 1886, when 
there was £ 100.000 of Increase, and for 
the years 1887 and 1888 th e figures 
were 
respectiv ely 
£ 7'i5,712 
and 
£ 770,095. T his Increase w ent steadily 
on through th e years of 1889 and 1890, 
until in 1891 th e total for th e year 
am ounted to £ 814.279. 
T hen again a 
steadydecllneset In. largely Influenced 
In th e la tte r part, as they knew, by re­ 
newed tariff legislation, and last year 
the total had fallen to £ 679.151. 
All 
these rem arks and figures led up to 
w hat tb e district of N orth Stafford­ 
shire Is expctrting in pottery gixids th is 
year of 1895. 
T he au th e ntic returns 
for th e three q uarters ending Monday 
last, Septem ber 30, show a total of 
£ 727,599, while th e av erage per year 
for th e whole of th e 15 years from 1880 
to 1894 was £ 737,391,80 th a t In three 
q uarters of th is year practically as 
much business had been doñ eas tbe 
av erage of tb e whole of those years, 
including good and bad tim es. T he 
figures for tbe th ree q u arters of 1895 
are £ 223.355 4s. 8d. for th e first q u ar­ 
ter, £ 246,099 5s. 7d. for tb e second, and 
£ 258,134 14s. 5d. for th e q u arter end­ 
ing Septem ber 30. T his last q u arter 
shows the greatest v alue for any 
Septem ber q u arter since th i^ e figures 
hav e been published, and Is only ex­ 
ceeded In any q u arter during tb e last 
16 years, or Indeed the last 30 years, by 
th e second q u arter In 1883, to which 
he had called attentio n, and which 
I « as unprecedented! y high for tb e 
special reaso ns lie bad glycu.

Staffiirdnhlre, em ­ 
ployers and workmen altke.had reason

plov ers and workmen th an w hen they , 
could do a trade lo th e ir g reatest j 
m arket eq ual lo nine m onths to the 
av erage of th e years since 1880.

publish 
the docum ents in the case 
which w ere in his possession. 
A fter the adoption of this motion the 
m inisters left the cham ber of depntiea 
in a body , amid ironical radical cneers, 
and w ent to the Ely see palat e, where 
they handed in their resignations to 
Prosident Faure. 
The defeat of the governm ent is not 
surprising in view of the sweeping 
charges made against senators, depu­ 
ties and even m inisters iuvolved, first 
of aJI, in the Panam a canal sy ndicate, 
and m ore recently in the South of 
France railw ay m anagem ent scandals, 
which became public as the result of 
an investigation made by M. Flury , the 
ofiicial accountant of that ooiupany , 
brought about by accusations against 
various prom inent m en made in the 
chamber of deputies by M. Kouanet, 
whioh culmiiiAted recently in the w- 
rest, trial and im prisonm ent of M. Ed­ 
mond M agnier, form erly senator of 
the V ar and editor-in-chief of The 
Evenem eut. who is said to have re­ 
ceived the sum of 87,5(K) francs as part 
of the profits of the sy ndicate re- 
feired to. 
The Figaro reieutly said that the 
following named membere of the cham­ 
ber of deputies who were members of 
the South of France railw ay sy ndicate 
made the profits set against their names: 
Jules K oohe,‘28,000.franoe; M. Rouvier, 
6,760; M. Etienne, 81,000; M. Doloncle, 
6,000; M. Passy , 12,600; M. L« e Mer- 
oier, 4,600. 
The Figaro added tha t these depu­ 
ties were not prosecuted because the 
official accountant, M. Flory , was of 
the opinion that the form ation of the 
sy ndicate was perfeotlv regular aud. 
therefore, its members were uot guilty 
of corruption. 
Ex-Senator Magiiier, as given in 
these dispatches at the time, was found 
guilty of corruption in connection w ith 
the adniiuistration of the South of 
France Railway company and w as sen­ 
tenced, on Oct. 19, to a y ear’s im prison­ 
ment.

deathlike pallor, heightened 
by the 
long, oioeeiy cropped beard.

pearano*. as he sat in the dock, be wa* 
neatness itself. 
The I ward wa* care 
folly trim med, the hair smoothly part 
sd and the black chariot suit he wore 
betrayed no spot or blemish. 
His demeanor throughout, save on 
one or two occasions when he gave way 
to slight bursts of angor directed at the 
district attorney, was characterized bv 
that marvelous display of nerve which 
has become associated with hi* name. 
The i nsational proceedings liegan 
when Messrs. Shoemaker ami Rotan 
moved for a OO days' continuance, on 
the ground of lately discovered evi 
deuce. 
Tilts was promptly refus'd, as 
was also their motion for a continuance 
for a day. 
Fiuding th* judge iuexora 
bl*, they. as a last resort, declared that 
the? woald w ithdraw from tile case. 
Judge Arnold notified them tiiat if they 
did so they woald lay themselves open 
to disbarment.

The defeat of the governm ent is not 
surprising in view of the sweeping 
charges made against senators, depu­ 
ties and even m inisters involved, first 
of all, in the Panam a canal syndicate, 
and more recently in the Bon th of 
France railw ay m anagem ent scandals, 
which became public as the result of 
an investigation made by M. Fiery, the 
official accountant of th at ooranany, 
brought about by accusations against 
various prom inent men made in the 
chamber of deputies by M. Rouanet, 
which culm inated recently in the a r­ 
rest, trial and im prisonm ent of M. E d­ 
mond M agnier, formerly senator of 
the Var and editor-in-chief of The 
Evenement, who is said to have re­ 
ceived the sum of 87,500 franc* as part 
of the profits of the syndicate re­ 
ferred to. 
The Figaro recently said th at the 
following nam ed members of the cham ­ 
ber of deputies who were members of 
the South of France railw ay syndicate 
made the profits set against their names: 
Jules Boone, 28,000. francs; M. Bouvier, 
6,750; M. Etienne, 81,000; M. Doloncle, 
5,000; M. Passy, 12,600; M. Le Mer- 
cier, 4,500. 
The Figaro added th at these depu­ 
ties were not prosecuted because the 
official accountant, M. Flory, was of 
the opinion th a t the form ation of the 
syndicate was perfectly regular and, 
therefore, its mem bers were not guilty 
of corruption. 
Ex-Senator 
M agnier, as given in 
these dispatches at the time, was found 
guilty of corruption in connection w ith 
the adm inistration of the South of 
France Railway company and was sen­ 
tenced, on Oct. 19, to a year’s im prison­ 
ment.
